The native 
has nothing to do but to gather the 
choice of his heart, cut or peal it, and 
‘l*tis ready to eat...The foliage is of 
every description in size, shape and 
color, from the long graceful feathery 
leaf of the palm waving with the slight- 
est force of air, the small, glossy wax- 
en leaf of the orange and star-apple to 
the beautiful acanthus like leaf of the 
bread fruit. One observes. that the 
size and gorgeousness of foliage and 
blossoms varies immensely. The beauty 
of the-bread_fruit.tree isin its foliage, 
whereas the lignum-vitae is. like one 
hnge bouquet of delicate blue violets.

Indeed. some will walk 30 miles a day 
three times a week, for they cannot af- 
ford either donkey; mule. or horse so 
heavy are the taxes. Twelve shillings 
($3) annually per wheel of a vehicle; 
2£ (or $10) for beast to draw the vehi- 
cle: Great burdens are carried by 
these pedestrians. Nearly all. inland 
traffic is carried on in this way..

tray perhaps 3 ft, square or a large

~ GROWING SWEET CORN. 


Methods of a Maine Farmer Who Sells to 
the Canning Factories. 


There exists considerable difference of 


| opinion as to the profits of growing corn 


for canning purposes. With a view to 
enlighteninent on this subject a Maine 


-correspondent of The Rural New Yorker 


tells how the crop is grown in his state, 
which produces the finest quality of 
this article. He writes: 

We have within-a radius of 10 miles 
eight factories, packing from 300,000 tc 
500,000 canseach year. The factory at 
this place packed about 400,000 cans 
last year, the cans holding 26 ounces 
each. They paid the farmers, 2 cents 
per pound for the corn after it was cut 
from the cob. Some of our best corn 
raisers realize as high as $80 per acre,

Qf surprising naturalness are tulips 
made of--goose--feathers,-says.The Rural 
New Yorker. Use only the plumy tips. 
First clean them in lukewarm water 
with common soap. When thoroughly 
dry, cut the individual petals with sharp 

__ scissors. The tulip calls for six petals. 
In dyeing the feathers the petals for 

‘one flower are treated singly,  Ani- 
line’ dyes dissolved ‘in alcohol are 
most satisfactory. . Dilute a few.drops 


of the dissolyed dye with hot water. + ~ 


- First soak the petals—just enough for 
- ne flower—in alcohol. Then put them 
into the solution and let them.soak for 
goveral hours, according to the intensity 
of color desired. 
The solutibn may be so strong that a 
simple dipping in of the feather dyes it 
the desired depth of color. ‘But if the 


{ 


color is lasting and éven. After the 
petals have been dyed they are—well 
dried, then curled with heated shears 
and curved inward. For the center of 
the flower use five small petals, which 
may be of inferior or refuse feathers, and 
fasten them into a tuft. This tuft is en- 
tirely concealed by the drooping feath- 
vers and is used only to give body and 
strength to the flower, 

To the end of the tuft fasten a strong, 
twisted wire for the stem. About the 

tuft arrange the gix petals, each oyerlap- 
ping the other, the curved tips allin, 
over the'center. ‘The petals are attache 
to the stem by means of fine wire, The 
stem is incased in rubber tubing. « Suit- 

_able colors are reds, white, yellow and 
orange. 

The flower is especially adapted for 
early spring wear, during the flowering 
season of the tulip, Artistic harmony 
shotld be observed in the wearing of 
artificial flowers as in all things, Hya- 
cinths and lilacs do not look well on 
summer hats; neither are marguerites of 
cloyers pleasing on winter hats. Fashion 
should-be restricted to the flower of the 
season, Which suggests the possibility o1 
its being natural, | 


Dwarf Marguerite Carnations, 
This new race is. without exception 
the most abundant bloomer of any of 
‘the carnation family. The’ flowers are 
of brilliant colors, ranging through many 
~ beautiful shades of reds, pinks, white, 
variegated, etc. They are of perfect form 
and large size. Those sown in spring 
commence flowéring in early summer 
and continue to bloom in lavish profu-

Man, base man, who robs the 
busy bee of its-hard earned honey and 
slays the gentle calf for the action 
of veal cutlets, usually speaks of the so- 
cialist insects as robbers and depreda- 
tors. But he forgets that the generous 
and public spirited wasp does not levy 
tribute on his apricots for itself alone.

Kossuth had a remarkable mastery of 
English. This story shows how- he 
strengthened his knowledge of our diffi- 
cult tongue. Speaking at-Concord, Mass., 
Kossuth. wished to express the figure of 
the Austrian eagle rending the young 
freedom of Hungary. The word escaped 
him. Stopping-for a moment in the full 
flight of eloquence, he asked a matter of 
fact American who sat near him, ‘‘What 
you say when, man tear his. coat?’’ 
‘*Hole,’’ was the reply.. That word did 
not satisfy him, and Ralph Waldo Em- 
erson, who had overheard the quéstion, 
whispered ‘‘Yent, ’’ with a sympathy 
for euphony, and the stately sweep of 
the sentence was completed. He learned 
the language after his arrest in 1887, 
when he was sentenced in 1838 to three 
years’ imprisonment, during a part of 
which he was cut off from all communi- 
cation with his friends and was denied 
the use of pen and ink, and even of 
books. In the second year he was allow- 
ed’ to read, but as all political books 
were interdicted he selected an English 
grammar, Walker’s ; Pronouncing Dic- 
tionary, and Shakespeare. Without 
knowing a single word he began to read 
‘‘The Tempest.’’ He was engaged for 4 
fortnight in getting through the first 
page. —Chicago Herald:

The funeral pile of a poor Hindoo 
looks like an ordinary kitchen yard 
wood pile. But if you go up close to it 
you discover something very like a hu- 
man form, a glowing, charred mass, dis- 
tinguished from every other shape, ani- 
mate or inanimate, for the Hindoos lit- 
erally purify their dead by fire: The 
body is burned until absolutely nothing 
remains but a handfnl of ashes, ashes 
wholly free from any unclean or poison- 
ous matter. As the writer was closely 
observing the glowing pile a new body 
was brought in and the rite begun. 

Two coolies éarried the body upon a 
rude litter, woven from coarse grasses 
and held together by outlines of bamboo. 
Two-of the dead.man’s brothers follow- 
ed, chatting pleasantly. Four. stout 
sticks of wood were driven upright into 
the ground, at the corners of an imagi- 
nary parallelogram. about six feet by 
two. Between these four posts were 
loosely laid sticks, of dry, cheap wood. 
When the- pile-was-a—little more than

One of the brothers 
stepped up and poured about four ounces

The cremation whieh Was in full blast 
when. the write? arvived was finally 
completed: ‘Two distinct kinds of ashes 
were left, he human ashes were care- 
fully-gatWeted into-an old chattee..The 
‘authorities do not allow those ashes to 
be thrown into the river, and they are 
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ever thrown there in the presence of. 


Europeans. The ashes of the wood were 
swept swiftly away. The bits of wood 
not quite burned were frugally collected 
to be utilized in the next pile, 

The correspondent also tells of a visit 
to a burning ghat after sundown. 
“‘Night,’’ she goes on, ‘‘is the time of 
Hindoo leisure, as indeed it is of most 
primitive peoples. The inclosure was 
crowded with burning piles, 

*‘We sailed down the Ganges. The 
outlines of the-attendants of the dead 
and of the funeral pile were sharply 
silhouetted against the black background 
of the dark night by the flames of the 
grewsome death fires. And from that 
part of the shore sacred to Hindoo wor- 
ship came the shrieking and the songs 
of many thousand half mad devotees. 

‘In a primitive part of interior India 
I once saw a maharajah’s funeral pile. 
It had costa positive fortune. It was 
built of expensive spicy woods and _sat- 
urated with costly oils. It was richly 
gilded, and the dead was wrapped in 
embroidered siiken sheets. For miles 
the air was sweet and pungent and thick 
with the perfumed smoke. I remember 
having thought when a child that the 

literally sweetest experience I ever had 
waa the attending of a high mass at St. 
Peter’s in-Rome.._But now I must own
